more, than the valleys. The mountains 
are held up by the lighter material of 
the earth's crust flowing under them. 
Tins has been proved by researches 
conducted by the division of geodesy 
of the coast and geo.detic survey. 


It has been found that the earth's 


crust Is about sixty miles in thickness, 
and near that depth, probably below, 
the material of th6 earth is yielding 
to forces which act for'long times. 


The earth's crust floats on this 


yielding material. If the earth's crust 
were cut into blocks by vertical planes, 
with the base of each block -at a depth 
of 60 miles below sea level, ami the 
area of the bases of the blocks were 
the same and as large as 100 miles 
square, these blocks would weigh the 
same. 


There is no tendency for rhe moun- 


tain masses to break down through the 
earth's crust, as they are not extra* 
loads. They are like the portions of 
icebergs projecting out of water, which 
are heftl up by the iee which is below 
or in the water. The iceberg floats 
and so does the mountain.
